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Rose to axe post 
after Unwin leaves

The Rose Theatre will not re¬ 
place artistic director 
Stephen Unwin when he de¬ 
parts next year. 

Rose chief executive Robert 
O’Dowd said he wanted to 
bring in a “mixed palette” of 
different directors instead of 
employing an individual 
with an overall artistic 
vision. 

The move would save the 
theatre “a small amount” of 
money, but finance was not 
the driving force behind the 
decision, he said. 

Mr O’Dowd said: “It’s really 
the right time in terms of 
growth at the Rose. 

“We’re coming into our 
sixth year, and I think when 
we launched with Stephen 
[as artistic director] it was a 
good thing to do. 

“But the theatre landscape 
has changed significantly in 
those years. Stephen felt he 
had done a good job and that 
the time was right to move 
on. 

“We don’t feel an artistic di¬ 
rector is essential to what 
we’re trying to do now. 

“We’re moving from a

single artistic director model 
to a production model. 

“There are a number of 
other theatres that have a 
similar model and the feed¬ 
back from the industry has 
been very positive.” 

Mr O’Dowd said the theatre 


was already in discussion 
with at least six directors or 
production companies about 
future shows. 

The new model would allow 
the theatre to bring in 
“young and exciting” new di¬ 
rectors, although he reiterat¬ 
ed the theatre’s commitment 
to producing its own plays. 

He said: “One of the 
options I think would be 
great is for a more mixed 
palette of directors. 

“We still want to be a pro¬ 
ducing theatre but we want 
to work with a number of 
people. 

“We’ll be bringing in a 
range of young and exciting 
directors, and one of the 
things I’m looking at quite 
hard is how we put on more 
drama that we have pro¬ 
duced or co-produced. I think 
it’s going to be good news. 

“It wasn’t done as a cost¬ 
saving exercise. There is a 
small cost saving, but it isn’t 
something we can all retire 
on.” 

Mr Unwin has been artistic 
director at the Rose since it 
opened in 2008. 

He announced he was leav¬ 
ing earlier this year, and will 
depart in January 2014.

A boutique cinema, penthouse 
apartments, a restaurant and a 
heritage centre could all be fea¬ 
tures of the revamped Gala Bingo 
hall. 

CNM Estates, which owns the 
vacant Grade II listed building, 
held a two-day exhibition outlin¬ 
ing the company’s latest plans for 
the Richmond Road site.

Residents who attended the ex¬ 
hibition, at Tiffin School in Queen 
Elizabeth Road, were largely sup¬ 
portive of the proposals. 


June Hillier, chairwoman of the 
Richmond Road Residents’ Asso¬ 
ciation and landlord of the Grey 
Horse pub, said: “I quite liked it. 

“The design is quite nice and 
they’ve assured us there will be 
no late-night music venue or 
nightclub. They need to keep it 
upmarket and a nice restaurant 
sounds like a good idea. 

“Also the underground car park 
will be for the residents in the 
apartment only, which means 
there won’t be a problem with 
parking in the streets.” 

CNM Estates director Wahid 


Samady said: “CNM Estates have 
widely consulted with neigh¬ 
bours, residents’ associations, po¬ 
tential users and businesses 
regarding the future of the 
Kingston Gala building. 

“CNM Estates are delighted by 
the response received and would 
like to take this opportunity to 
thank the community, and all that 
have been involved, in developing 
the design and concepts for this 
exciting new scheme.”

Hurting the least well-off 


I am writing this in light of 
the recent Health and Social 
Care Act with special refer¬ 
ence to section 75, which com¬ 
pels every newly-formed 
clinical commissioning group 
(CCG), including our own in 
Kingston, to either put health 
services out to tender or open 
them up 

to any qualified provider 
(AQP). 

The only criteria for being 
an AQP is that your organisa¬ 
tion is financially solvent and 
does not relate to quality or 
efficiency of service - think 
Serco, Virgin, Group4, etc. 

I would like to ask readers 
what they would prefer to 


happen to the national health 
service. 

Option 1: NHS funded from 
public taxation. And before 
anyone starts marginalising 
the “shirkers”, “the immi¬ 
grants”, “the disabled”, “the 
pensioners” or any other 
good to kick or blame group, 
remember anyone who has 
ever purchased anything 
other than food, (not the cafe 
or restaurant variety) pays 
VAT. 

Those who smoke, drink al¬ 
cohol or put petrol in their 
cars pay a lot of public tax as 
do all of us who heat our 
homes. 

Option 2: NHS transits to a 


service partially provided by 
private organisations and 
continues to be funded from 
public taxation. A few organi¬ 
sations make a financial 
killing for a while until the 
transition is complete. (This 
will take time and will obvi¬ 
ously be felt most by your 
children and grandchildren.) 

Eventually we have a 
health service funded by in¬ 
surance and ability to pay 
and a return to the “hospitals 
for the poor”, effectively re¬ 
turning our health service to 
a pre-war situation. 

July 5 was the 65th anniver¬ 
sary of the NHS. 

Bevan will probably spin in 


his grave. It is time for the 
residents of Kingston to start 
asking their MP to take the 
message back to Parliament 
that we do not want any more 
lies. It is time for the resi¬ 
dents of Kingston to start 
asking the health and wellbe¬ 
ing board, the health 
overview panel and the CCG 
to tell the truth and shame 
the devil.

Road deaths lowest for three years 


The number of people killed or injured in 
road accidents in Kingston is at its lowest 
in three years. 

Provisional UK road casualty figures in 
2012 have been released by the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport, showing the number 
of accidents on British roads has fallen to 
its lowest level since records began. 

One person died in Kingston as the re¬ 
sult of a crash last year, while 33 people 
were seriously injured and 388 people 
slightly injured in the same period. 


That is 21 fewer overall accidents than in 
2011, when two people died and 42 were se¬ 
riously injured, and five fewer casualties 
than in 2010, when there were 427 in total. 

Nationally, the number of casualties in 
Great Britain fell by 8 per cent compared 
to 2011, to 1,754 from 1,901. 

But the Royal Society for the Prevention 
of Accidents expressed concern over the 
number of cyclists being killed, with the 
number of child fatalities more than dou¬ 
bling, from six in 2011 to 13 in 2012.

Landlords still see buy to let as 
giving a good return for money 


A new report shows that 
buy to let is still seen as a 
sound investment.

Next in line was 
Westminster, picked by 35 per 
cent, which, in fact, also saw 


the greatest rise in average 
house price last year - an 
increase of 35.6 per cent over 
12 months. 

Chosen by 29 per cent, The 
City of London followed close 
behind, with Richmond upon 
Thames (selected by 20 per 
cent), Hammersmith and 
Fulham (by 10 per cent) and
